1 . Claims 7- 1 2 allowed. 

2. Claims 2,3,5 and 6 objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1 and 4 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Smith et al. 
(5,164,699) in view of Li (5,841,184) 

Regarding Claims 1 and 4, Smith et al. disclose via resistors within multi- layer 3 
dimensional structures substrates where in Fig. 1, claims 1-11, and in column 4 it is 
disclosed plurality of conductive layers and with alternating insulating layers where 
parallel connection structure can be employed. Smith et al. fail to disclose the required 
high performance structure. However, Li discloses a integrated emitter drain bypass 
capacitor for microwave/RF power device applications where the required high 
performance/stability resistor structure is disclosed in column 2. 
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It would have been obvious to one of having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to include the required high per formance/st ability in Smith et al. 
as taught by Li in order to have a resistor structure with increased reliability.
